NEWSPAPERS, PUBLIC SERVICE 

There is an inclination sometimes 
to belittle the service a newspaper 
renders to the public. When it takes 
a deep -interest in affairs and, as is 
often the case, exposes evils in muni¬ 
cipal and other forms of government 
there is at once the charge by those 
affected, that it has “an axe to grind’’ 
or is inspired hostility to individuals. 
That, however, is rarely the ’circum¬ 
stance behind a newspaper campaign 
to better conditions. It is thinking 
solely of the public welfare. As an in¬ 
stance take a case in Chicago. The 
Chicago Tribune for seven years con¬ 
ducted a legal battle to expose a con- 
spiracyto defraud the city and even¬ 
tually obtained a verdict ordering 
Mayor “Big Bill” Thompson and nine 
other city officials to return more 
than $1,700,000 to the taxpayers of 
the city. The Newspaper put up its 
own money to carry on the campaign. 
Had it not interested itself in the mat 
ter and aroused the people to the 
fraudthat was being practiced upon 
them, the hig sum of money would 
have never been recovered. — Leth¬ 
bridge Herald. 

HIGH PRESSURE SALESMAN 

Last week the town was visited by 
another one of those high-pressure 
salesman representing a copipany 
who furnished money at a very low 
percentage for parties who wished to 
build houses and business places in 
the town . First of all, the applicant 
had to part with $43 and in six weeks 
time the amount asked for would be 
forthcoming. He had about five or six 
pending applications here, but it was 
fortunate that they all held over until 
an investigation was made which 
proved that the company was more or 
less of a fake. The country is full of 
such schemes and there is all the 
more reason why everyone of us 
should be on our guard against these

This eager little brown man, some¬ 
times working twenty-four hours a 
day, had already helped wipe out yel¬ 
low fever almost completely in the 
Americas. He had found new ways 
to treat or prevent rabies, infantile 
paralysis and one other terrible blood 
disease. He had made discoveries 
which may enable physicians to stop 
people from going blind from trach¬ 
oma. He was an international citi¬ 
zen, a benefactor of the hyman race. 

When the world seems full of hate, 
think of Noguchi. His life and death 
are proof that despite these things 
the brotherhood of mah is or» the 
march.—Collier’s Weekly. 

THE “UNDESIRABLE” 

Professor East, of Harvard, believes 
25% of the people in the United 
States, native-born as well as for¬ 
eigners, are “undesirable.” Almost, 
in our haste, we agreed with him. 
We have felt, on occasions, that this 
district, for example, would be won¬ 
derfully helped by a few first-class 
funerals, a number of..deportations or 
a dozen or more removals “from our 
midst” of those on whom we were 
ready to hang the label of “undesir¬ 
able citizen.” Perhaps we were right; 
very likely we were wrong. On sec¬ 
ond thought, there are probably those 
who look upon us as unworthy of citi¬ 
zenship in so fair a municipality and 
who sincerely believe the community 
would be the gainer by our absence. 
When it comes down to a final analy¬ 
sis, what constitutes “undesirability”? 
Each of us, probably, has his own par¬ 
ticular definition, and the “catch” in 
the question lies in who shall be en¬ 
trusted with the job of picking out 
the “undesirables”. Doubtless folks 
who would be readily tagged by the 
erudite Harvard professor would be 
regarded as boon companions by some 
of us. We have sometimes thought 
it would be a fine thing to have a 
king in America—it we could be king 
—and it is the same way with this 
business of herding up in one corner 
all the undesirable citizens. Unless 
the job is entrusted to us, personally, 
we are not in favor of it. At all 
events, as David Ha rum remarked, 
‘'Some fleas is good for a dog; keeps 
him from broodin’ on bein’ a dog,” so 
perhaps it is just as well we have a 
few “undesirables” with us to break 
the monotony of the uneventful exist¬ 
ence we would lead were all people 
perfect—like ourselves.
